ART I'M-ICE. 


Wonderful Palace That Wai Built by 


Czarina Anne of Ruilia. 


The use of Ice for architectural pur- 
toscs Is an nrt that has been carried 
o n high stiite of perfection In north- 
ern countries, and some almost Incrtd; 
ble feats-have been accomplished In 
his curious branch of Industry. 
.' 


Probably the most 'remarkable bulld- 
ng constructed wholly of Ice was the 
mlace built on the Neva by Czarina 
Anne of Itussla In 1739. The Drst at- 
tempt to construct this building wn? 
unsuccessful, as tho Blobs of Ice vere 
:oo thin, and the building collapsed In 
:he first thaw. Subsequently Inrgb 
Hocks of ice vrere cut and squared- 
with great cnre and laid on one an- 
other by skillful masons, who cement- 
ed tie Joints with water, which imm<h 
dlately froze. The building when coin- 
plcted was fifty-all feet long, seven- 
teen and n half broad nnd twenty-one 
hlgti. .It vfns of but one story. The 
fwade contained a door surmounted 
by an ornnmcnml pediment and six 
windows, the frames ond pnnes ' of 
which "were nil of. Ice. An elaborate 
balustrade, ndorned with statues, ran 
along the top of the facade, and an- 
ot0or balustrade surrounded the build- 
ing nt the level of the ground. The Bide 
entrances to the Inclosure were Hanked 
with pillars supporting urns, the.lat- 
ter- containing orange trees, whose 
branches, leaves and Dowers were all 
of Ice. Hollow pyramids of ice on each 
aide of the building'contained lights 
by night. The grounds were further 
adorned with a life size figure of an 
elephant with bis mahont on his back. 
A stream of water was thrown from 
the elephant's trunk by day und n 
Dame of naphtha by night 


A tent of ke 'contained n hot batb. 


In which pcrEons 
nc-tunlly bathed. 


There were also several cannons nnd 
mortars of Ice. which were loaded with 
bullets of Ice nnd Iron nnrt discharged. 


Tho interlorof tho building was com- 


pletely furnished with tcblra. chairs, 
etatnes, looking glasses, a clock, a com- 
plete tea service, etc., all made of Ice 
and painted lo Imitate the real objects.' 
A bedchamber contained n state bed 
with cortnlns. a dressing table with a 
mirror, pillows, bedclothes, slippers anil 
nightcaps, all mnde of Ice. There 
were Ice candles, burning naphtha and, 
most wonderful of all, an ice fireplace 
containing burning Ice logs^l. e., blocks 
of Ice smeared with naphtha and then 
kindled.—Scientific American.

It was he who first made a success- 


ful flight from a warship, starting 
from the scout cruiser Birmingham 
off Norfolk in November, 1910. Sub- 
sequently at San Francisco In January 
last he landed on the deck of the 
armored cruiser Pennsylvania, and a 
few minutes later returned from that- 
point to the aviation Held, some ten 
miles away.'

Th» Problem of the Glacier.. 


The curves of variation of glnciers 


which nre collected In the Alpine mu- 
seum In Berne show, according to Pro- 
fessor Brueckrier, that tbo twenty-sbt 
great glaciers of Switzerland which 
were very extensive at the beginning 
of tho .nineteenth century thereafter 
receded, at first slowly and then moro 
rapidly, until the close of the century. 
The course of recession was Interrupt- 
ed about the middle of tho century by 
a brief-advance, In which only, two 
glaciers 
exceeded 
the limits that 


bounded them nt the commencement 
of the century. Tho glaciers showed 
a second slight advance between 1SOO 
and 1SS5. -.Although the curves of tho 
various glaciers are similar In gen- 
eral, each exhibits well marked pe- 
culiarities, which mako It-difficult-h^ 
trace any connection 'between cli- 
ninrlc changes and fluctuations In .gta- 
clatton. The problem of the glaclcra 
is still Involved la obscurity, nnd much 
patient research will be required to 
effect Its. solution.—Scientific Ameri-.
